A HIRED ASSASSIN 


the Murder of Mayor 
Bowman of East St. Louis. 

Sr. Lob, Sept. 14.—Arthur Arth- 
bathast, alias Al. Pittman, alias Charles 
Walker, alias Parsons, recently arrested 
at Irvington, Tenn., has confessed to 
the sheriff cf that county that he 
murdered the late Mayor Bowman, of 
East St Louis, on the 20th of last No- 
vember. The sheriff has sent the con- 
fession to the East St. Louis authori- 
ties. It is as follows: 


„During the early part of November, 
1885, I was visiting in East St. Louia, 
and, while walking in tho outskirts of 
the town, about dusk, one evening, I 
was approached by a well-dressed man 
of pleasing manner, who stopped and 
conversed with me. After awhile, he 
asked me if I wanted to make some 
money. I told bim ‘yes,’ I was pretty 
hard up, so that I was ready to do most 
anything. He said there was a man in 
East St. Louis whom he wanted put out 
ofthe way. I said I would marder the 
man for $3,000. I did not intend to 
commit murder, however. I meant to 
kidnap the man, and keep bim in an 
asylum. I made an appointment to 
meet him again, and, at this second in- 
terview, I learned that my em- 
ployer was a vice-president of a 
railroad company and a resident. The 
final arrangements were then made, and 
I agreed to do the job for $2500. I 
started immediately for New York, and 
while there I made arrangements with 
„Dandy Jim“ and ‘Striped Obarley 
Blake“ to assist me. On the 19th of 
November I went back to East St. Louis 
and there completed the details of my 
scheme. That evening I stationed a 
back near Bowman’s house, in which it 
was my intention to drive him to an 
asylam where I had made arrangements 
for his confinement. I scon perceived 
the gentleman walking in my direction, 
and when he came opposite I sprang 
in front of bim and presented my 
pistol before his face, and commanded 
him to halt. He seized my hand, and 
[ told him to let go, that I was not going 
to kill him or take his money, He 
dropped my hand and stepped away a 
foot or two ard called Police.“ In 
order to quiet him I raised my revolver 
and fired. He fell face downwards, and 
I then knew that I had burt him worse 
than I hadintended. I walked up to 
his body, and found that he was dead. 
I then started to escape and had gone 
but a short distance when I met my 
employer. He then paid me my Money, 
and we went to his house in St. Louis 
and spent the remainder of the night, 
Early in the morning, disguised as a 
woman, I took the first train for Spring- 
field, III.“ 

The confession then details his travels 
through the South and his final arrival 
at Irvington, Tenn., acd hig subsequent 
arrest. He states that he makes the 
confession voluntarily, simply because 
of his guilty conscience. He knows his 
employer, his place of residence, and 
could easily identify himif he should 
ever see him again. He refuses to dis- 
close the vice president’s name, but 
promises to do so when the proper time 
shall arrive. 


THE NATIONAL DEBI. 


Another Call for Bonds Anticipated 
This Week. 

New Yorx, Sept. 14.—A Washington 
special to the Post says: The treasury 
officials were disappointed in their ex- 
pectations of responses to calls for the 
voluntary surrender of 3 per cent. 
bonds. The limit of time will expire 
to-morrow. Bonds came with consider- 
able freedom at first; then money be- 
came easier, and they dropped off alto- 
gether. The last payment under the 

was made in New York on Septem- 
ber Sth, and was reported to the United 
States Treasurer September 9th. Since 
then no bonds have been eurrendered, 
and the total amount received is but 
$7,800,000; and under these circum- 
stances it is regarded as probable tbat 
another bond call of at least 510, 000.— 
000, and perhaps 515,000, 000, will be 
issued on Thursday or Friday next. 

A statement has been prepared at the 
Treasury Department in regard to the 
disposition of 3 per cent. bonds at the 
close of business yesterday, from which 
the following figures are taken: Oalled, 
$198,485,550; redeemed, $173,459,950; 
outstanding, $25,025,600; amount of 
past due bonds outstanding, $2,698,550; 
amount of bonds purchased and re- 
deemed under circular of August 30, 


1886, $7,800,000; amount ot 
bonds received to de paid 
at maturity under the one 


hundred and fortieth call, $1,862,400; 
and under the one hundred and ſorty- 
first call $2,200,000. There were re- 
deemed to-day $944,800 in bonds in- 
cluded in the one hundred and thirty- 
eighth, one hundred and thirty-ninth 
and one hundred and forty-first call, 
and of course the preceding figures will 
be changed accordingly. The receipts 
have been very heavy this month, 
averaging over $1,000,000 per day, and 
over $600,000 in excess of current ex- 
penditures for the same period. The 
treasury surplus, exclusive of the $100,- 
000,000 reserve fund and fractional 
silver in the treasury, ia estimated at 
$70,000,000.

SAN FRANCISCO. 


Shot His Templar 
Daepart for the Conclave. 

San Francisco, Sept. 14.—A few 
minutes after 8 o’clock, this evening, as 
John Gribben was about to walk down 
Gold street, a narrow place off San- 
some, between Jackson and Pacific 


streets, a man, with a long knife in his 
band, stepped out, and, muttering 
something, made a motion as if to at- 
tack Gribben. The latter thereupon 
drew a revolver, fired a shot, and 
started off, the man after him. 
Gribben, fearing attack, turned 
and fired two more shots, when 
the would-be assailant fell dead. Grib- 
ben was arrested by an officer attracted 
to the scene, and taken to prison and 
charged with murder. Heisabout 30 
years of age, and up to a short time ago 
was employed by ths Sutter Street 1. 
road Company. He acknowledges the 
crime, but cannot give any reason why 
he should have been attacked. The 
murdered man, whois about the same 
age as Gribben, has not at this hour 
(10:30 p. m.) been identified, but it is 
believed that he was a member of the 
Coast Seamen’s Union and arrived here 
only a few weeks ago. 
ANOTHER MYSTERIOUS MURDER, 

A mysterious killing ocourred to-vight 
at 144 Natoma street, Edward Hig- 
gins, an iron worker, and his wife, called 
at the house above mentioned, ostenei- 
bly to visit some friends, but, it is 
stated, really for the purpose 
of enjoying opium-smoking. Soon 
after Higgins entered the 
hall and closed the door, Mrs. Iambsrt, 
the landlady of the house, heard some 
sounde of quarreling, and a few sec- 
onds later Higgins was seen to reel and 
then fall. He was carried into the 
parlor, and in a few moments expired. 
An examination showed a wound in the 
breast, where a pen-knife had evi- 


dently to the heart, 
The knife could not be found - 
nor is it known who in- 


flicted the fatal wound. His wife 
stated that he had killed himself. The 
victim regained consciousness before he 
died, and in answer to his wife’s en

The Atchison Gaius an Important 
Legal Victory. * 

Torzza, Kan., Sept, 14. — In the 
United States Court the opinion of 
Judge Brewer was filed this morning in 
a case of great importance, involving 
the powers of the Atchison, Topeka and 
Santa Fé Railroad Company to extend 
its line into other States and Territories 
outside of Kansas. The suit was brought 
by Olarence H. Venner of Boston, to 
restrain the Atchison company from

Sorta. (Bulgaria), Sept. 14. — The 
National Assembly has elected Giokoff 
President. It has also appointed com- 
mittees to draft a reply to the address 
oi the government, to devise and submit 
measures relative to the state of siege 
in which the country is and for the 
settlement of Prince Alexander’s prop- 
erty in the country. The State will 
parchase all this property for $400,000, 
retaining $200,000 of this sum to liqui- 
date the Prince’s indebtedness to the 
National Bank. This year’s budget 
calls for $10,000,000. The Porte has 
informed the Balgarian government 
that Turkey accepts Alexander's abdi-

Soon after the disaster crowds flocked 
from Silver Creek, half a mile awey, 
and messages were ut once sent cut 
asking for wreckirg trains and medical 
assistance. The crowd at once began 
the work of releasing the imprisoned 
passengers, dying and dead. The sides 
of the smoker were soon laid open with 
axes and bars, disclosing bruised and 
mangled bodies doubled up in every 
conceivable shape. The wrechers soon 
arrived, accompanied by Superintend- 
ent Kimball, in a special car. With 
the aid of jack-screws, the baggage-cor 
was lifted, when work of removing the 
bodies was begun. Ooroner Blood, of 
Dunkirk, was on one of the earliest re- 
lief trains, and had the bodies of the 
dead removed to a freight house, near 
by. They presented a horrible sight, 
many of them being mangled 
Coroner Little 


kirk to investigate where the blame of 
the terrible calamity should rest.

 Beoth’s Weapens. 

Cor, Washington Herald. 

I recently saw two of the most curi- 
ous and interesting relics of the great- 
est tragedy in American history. 
They &re the pistol with which John 
Wilkes Booth shot President Lincoln, 
and the dagger he held in his hand 
when he leaped from the box to the 
stage of the theatre, crying “Sic semper 
tyrannis!” These relics are preserved 
in a bureau of one of the great depart- 
ments of the Government, and with 
them is the bullet that struck Mr. Lin- 
coln down. The pistol is the most in- 
teresting of the lot. It is one of the 
kind known as the derringer, made in 
Philadelphia, which was very famous 
all through the South and Southwest 
thirty years ago. The one in question 
is of beautiful workmanship. Its bar- 
rel is only two inches in length, and 
the bullet weighs about a quarter of 
an ounce. The entire length of the 
weapon is about four inches. Its mount- 
ing is of silver, and the lock is one of 
the finest and most perfect pieces of 
workmanship I have ever seen, even in 
these weapons, which are very expen- 
sive and elaborate. The bullet is much 
battered, and was evidently driven 
into the muzzle (for the pistol is a 
muzzle-loader) by the use of a mallet 
and iron loading rod. Considering the 
heavy charge of powder under the bul- 
let before it was fired, the latter must 
have been only half an inch from the 
muzzle, and could easily have been 
touched with one’s little finger inserted 
in the barrel. The marks of the rifling 
in the barrel are clearly visivle on the 
bullet, which was very much flattened 
from striking the skull. Altogether, 
a more interesting and ghastly curio I 
have never sean. While handling the

Another Grand Discovery Re 
ported by Prospectors 


IN THE DEATH VALLEY COUNTRY. 


Prospectors in Search of the Long- 
-Sought-for Breyfogle Mine - | 
Well, I am glad the Gunsight mine is 
found, for I have been fool enough to 
think it a myth because I never could 
find it myself, and I am glad to find 
that it is a gold and not a silver mine, 
as those blasted fools who first pre- 
tended to discover it, and made gun- 
sights out of it, reported it to be, For 
had it been a silver mine, and silver 
only 92 cents per ounce, it would not 
have been worth lccating.

the valley and the Telescope range into 
Panamint, some twelve years ago, dur- 

gthe great silver excitement. But, 
pshaw! the party of whom the Herald, 
of the 4th inst., speaks, suffered noth- 
ing in comparison to what our little 
party of six did (three footmen and 
three burros). 

A few weeks since, whilst out in that 
Hedzish region, hunting for the long- 
looked for Breyfogle mine, we must 
have missed the road, or else the Los 
Angeles party did, for we not only nearly 
froze to death, but our animals 
came near drowning several times by 
breaking through the ice, which covered 
the many deep and rapid streams which 
crossed our pathway, as well as being 
badly foundered from eating too freely 
of the rich, succulent grasses which 
grow in the greatest abundance upon 
the banks of the various streams. 
Tropical and semi-tropival fruits and 
flowers grow in profusion, and the air 
was musical with the song of birds. 
The dense woods were alive with wild 
game of every species, the icy chilli- 
ness of the nights and the fierce rays of 
the noonday sun not affecting them in 
the least. From this paradise, we, too, 
struck out northerly, as did the lucky 
finders of the Gunsight,“ as described 
in the Herald of the 4th, but we were so 
far beneath the somber shadows of 
Telescope Peak, that we could see no 
north star to guide us in our wander- 
ings. Nothing but a good plain wagon 
road to show to us the way. Occasion 
ally the glorious constellation of tbe 
Southern Cross could be seen through 
a rift in the valley away to our south- 
ward.
